All radio amateurs are requested to keep 7045 kHz and 3720 kHz clear for possible 
emergency traffic related to the major earthquake in Haiti. 


ADDITIONAL AMATEUR FREQUENCIES that may be active with EMERGENCY 
traffic: are as follows 3977, 3985, 7265, 7290, 14265, and 14300 kHz. 


REMINDERS: Avoid transmitting within 3 kHz (on either side) of these frequencies 
except for EMERGENCY or PRIORITY traffic.
